THE TAMPA CUBAN MISSION. 

To the Florida Annual Conference of the M. E, Church, 

South, Convening in Tampa, December 17tb, 1897 : 

Bishop and Dear Brethren — Under God, this Mission 
has had a most prosperous and successful year, notwithstand- 
ing the many hinderances and peculiar trials under which we 
shave labored, the Lord has graciously helped and blessed His 
servants in the performance of the arduous duties devolving 
upon them. Praise Him for His mighty acts; praise Him 
according to His excellent greatness,’ 5 Amen. 

During the Conference year now closing, we have received 
19 members, the most of whom have been born a»ain and are 
daily growing “into the measure of the stature of the fullness 
of Christ,” 

A Boy’s Juvenile Society, “La Entrella Solitaria (The 
Lone Star), has been organized with about 25 members, un- 
der the W. P. and H. M. Society, We have now three Juve- 
nile and one Woman’s Auxiliaries, all of which are doing ex- 
cellent work. The annual dues of these societies are about 
$75.00. Steps are being taken to organize an Epworth 
League, This has become an urgent and pressing need in 
our mission work, and, by God’s help, it is our determination 
to effect the organization of a League as soon after the ad- 
journment of this Conference as may be practicable. 

We have endeavored during the past year to impress the 
minds of our people by frequent admoniiion and loving ex- 
hortation, the importance and duty of self-support. There is 
reason to believe that our effects in this direction have been 
blessed of the Lord, since quite a number of our members 
have contributed systematically to the support of the various 
institutions of the church. 

Owing to very limited missionary funds, it was doubtful at 
the beginning of the year whether Rev. E. Diaz, assistant 
missionary, could be sustained. How to do without the val- 
uable and indispensable assistance of this earnest and conse- 
crated Christian worker, we know not. The diminution of our 
missionary appropriation did but little harm, but a retrench- 
ment in our already meagre forces, just at that time, would 
have certainly proved disastrous to the work. Realizing this 
and having no funds at our command, we presented the mat-

ter to the great Head of the Church, and in earnest and im- 
portunate prayer, sought humbly to know His mind and will 
concerning the same. Prayer is a precious and inestimable 
treasure; very much so, indeed, to the missionary whose pe- 
culiar trials, whose doubts and whose fears, are known only 
to his God above. 

“Are we weak and heavy laden, 

Cumbered with a load ot care, 

Precious Saviour, still our refuge, 

Take it to the Lord in prayer.’’ 

And thus, blessed be His name, relief came in our hour of 
great need. To the Epworth League and various individuals 
who have sent us a contribution for the support of Brother 
Diaz, than whom there is not a more earnest and thoroughly 
consecrated worker in this Conference, our Cuban Mission 
feels deeply indebted. 

We sincerely hope that, as the entire amount of the mis- 
sionary debt has been secured, the Parent Board realizing the 
need of this valuable worker, will not fail to again provide 
for his support. 

It was our privilege to preach to the Cuban population at 
Fort Meade during the most of July. The service was well 
attended and the sermon listened to with marked attention 
and interest. We respectfully suggest that steps be taken 
to supply the Cuban population at Fort Meade with at least 
one monthly preaching appointment in the Spanish language. 
The school department under the auspices of the W. P. and 
H. M. Society continues to prosper under the wise manage- 
ment of Miss Mary Bruce, Superintendent. This consecrated 
servant of the Lord has taken hold of the work committed to 
her hands with an ardent zeal and enthusiasm that already 
begins to tell in the rapid growth and development ol the 
same. Miss Marcia Maroni, daughter of our lamented 
Bishop Enoch Maroni, is in charge of the sewing and fancy 
work department. Her missionary zeal is of the very highest 
type, and her labor, both in the day and Sunday Schools, are 
most acceptable and successful. Mrs. and Miss Valdes, 
teachers in the West Tampa school, are as faithlul and zeal- 
ous as ever in the discharge of their duties. Miss Maude 
Fisher and Miss Minnie Perin of the Wolff Mission School 
and Bro. E. Diaz in charge of the Boys’ School at Ybor City, 
deserve also great credit for their zeal and activity in the 
work. 

The erection of a school and chapel building (jointly) in 
West Tampa cannot be neglected any longer without serious 
injury to the work. The crowded condition of this school 
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demands immediate action. Our Presiding Elder, Rev. C. A. 
Fulwood, D. D., and Miss Bruce are making strenuous efforts 
in this direction, and we are glad to report success in the en- 
terprise. The cost of the work will be about $550.00, and it 
is to be hoped that before the adjournment of this Conference 
the sum of two hundred dollars, at least, will have been con- 
tributed by those who feel an interest in this movement. 

Our Baptist brethren have established mission work among 
our people in this city. Their convention will follow thia 
Conference in the course of three weeks. Judging by their ever 
increasing liberality in the past in providing for their Cuban 
work both in Cuba and elsewhere, we have reason to believe 
that the same will be done for their new field in Tampa. We 
are quite sure the Florida Conference will do all in its power 
to make the Cuban Mission under its care and protection a 
glorious success. 

Since the founding of the Cuban Mission in Key West, 
more than twenty years ago, my heart has rejoiced over the 
many conversions and several calls to the ministry which 
have occurred among my countrymen. I have tried frequently 
to express my gratitude to this Conference for its noble ef- 
forts to liberate my people from the thralldom of papal in- 
tolerance and despotism, yea, from spiritual darkness and 
death. Thanks to you, brethren, and above all, thanks to 
God, for such gracious results; but, dear brethren, I bring to 
you to-night ihe glad news of the conversion of my own 
precious aged mo* her. Oh, the saving power of God’s grace! 
A conscientious Romanist from her youth, raised by Catholic 
parents under the strictest rules of that church, carelully 
taught to discard and even to despise all other forms of relig- 
ion, as well as to observe with rigid exactness the prescribed 
canons and usages ot her own church, we do not wonder that 
for twenty-five years the earnest pleadings and loving exhor- 
tations ot an anxious son, were listened to with the utmost 
degree of apathy and indifference. But, blessed be God, 
prayer is not a sentiment or a theory, but a working instru- 
ment which is to do certain things, just as a pen is to write or 
a knife is to cut. Here is a man on his knees. It is past 
midnight. The doors of his chamber are closed. A servant 
in the adjoining room hears the sound of a human voice. 
Quite eagerly he listens. Hark ! A human heart is pouring 
itself out in agonized pleadings before the throne of divine 
grace. Like Jacob of old, for several hours, perhaps, has 
this man been wrestling with God in prayer. But now, want 
and supply have come together. The all consuming desire 
of John Knox’s heart has reached its utmost degree of inten- 
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sity. “Give me Scotland or I die” moves the hand that 
moves the world, and fair Scotland is redeemed from Romish 
intolerance and slavery. Ah, there is a tremendous meaning 
in the words, “He that seeketh findeth.” 

And thus, dear brethren, in answer to the pleadings, earnest 
and importunate of burdened and seeking hearts, the mother 
of your humble Cuban missionary was gloriously saved on 
the morning of the 10th day of May, 1897. May the Lord 
be praised forever and ever. Amen!

KEY WEST CUBAN MISSION. 

To the Annual Conference, Convened at Tampa, December 
17, 1897: 

Dear Brethren — Last year we held 140 meetings; had 68 
members in full connection, and 46 candidates on trial. This 
year we have baptized 68, 15 adults and 51 infants; 22 
marriages, 88 members in full connection, and 63 candidates 
on probation. We have held quite a number of children’s 
services, and also several meeting* for the instruction and 
explanation of our discipline, and a series of revival meetings 
conducted by Rev. Someillan which have been highly bene- 
ficial in the building up of spirituality among our brethren. 

These meetings have resulted in several conversions, and 
many have been graciously led by the Holy Spirit into more 
rapid growth in the grace of our Lord. Among the many 
precious souls saved none caused more rejoicing than the 
conversion of the mother of Rev. Someillan, who was also ad- 
mitted into our church during that gracious revival. Our 
services have been very spiritual and the congregations so 
large that sometimes our church has been completly full. At 
this time our city is going through much misery and suffering 
on account of it being the veritable “city of refuge” for 
Cubans who are escaping from Spanish persecution. They 
are glad to be with us; far away from the outrages of Spanish 
soldiers they feel secure. They are making their homes with 
us, and while being safe themselves yet their hearts are bleed- 
ing with anguish on account of their relatives who are still 
in Cuba and are endangering their lives while fighting for 
Cuba Libre. But thank God their hearts are being consoled 
by the influence of the gospel. They attend regularly our 
services, for they feel like the poor pilgrim eager for peace 
and rest, eager for the consolations of the spirit. We have 
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lour societies of the church, two children’s societies, cilled 
Star of Bethlehem, with twenty-one members. They have 
collected $10 to aid in the expenses of beautifying the church. 
The “Methodist Little Laborers,’’ with eighty-six members,, 
have collected $7.76. “The Home Missionary,” with thirty- 
seven members, has collected $3. The Ladies Foreign Society, 
with eleven members, have collected $5.40. 

My daily school has eighty-six scholars with an average 
in the daily attendance of fifty. They receive all branches 
of a primary instruction, and there is annexed classes of 
needle work, melodious singing and drawing. 

Among the samples shown to this Conference of needle 
work and painting, some have been performed by little girls 
from five years to older age. 

Our Sunday School has six teachers, 119 scholars, and col- 
lected $5.80 as stated before. 

The Lord has been so beneficient in grace and mercy that 
the human mind can not conceive in regard to the protection 
of our children, for besides what has been related, we have 
the following which is worthy of consideration: 

Sister Manuda Alvarez, who died in 1894, was an unwearied 
worker and contributed to great extent to accomplish the 
actual condition of our church, and now a grand daughter of 
her’s has come to participate in the instruction of our daily 
school, and besides, this precious child has been con- 
verted in the revival meetings by Rev. Someillan at the early 
age of about ten years. 

The Lord has rewarded the efforts of the grand-mother by 
the allowance of the treasure of salvation to her little grand- 
daughter who she loved so much. 

The little girl, Josefa Cabrera, of nine years old, had a 
dangerous disease, prayed to the Lord for the remission of her 
sins, and now she enjoys good health, and she gives her tes- 
timony of the Lord as her only Saviour. 

In our daily school the blessings of God have been so pro- 
fuse that seven of its children have become members of our 
church, and they are shown in the picture I exhibit in this 
Conference. 

Brethren, I beg you not to forget that there is in this small 
corner of the territory of this Conference, multitudes of 
Cuban children, for which your prayers are needed, begging 
the Lord that he may grant them the privilege of knowing 
the blessed Saviour who loved so much all children. 
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I call the attention to the mothers and little sisters and all 
pious hearts towards those poor Cuban children in want of 
spiritual benefits that the gospel may be bestowed in their 
souls for the preparation of a future life of salvation.

TRUSTEES CONFERENCE COLLEGE. 

To the Presiding Bishop and Members of the Florida Annual 

Conference : 

Brethren — The Board of Trustees of the Florida Confer- 
ence College beg leave to submit to you the following report: 

They find themselves confronted with difficulties, to the 
successful meeting and overcoming of which they recognize 
their inability, and which they de?ire to present to the An- 
nual Conference for its consideration. 

The finances of the school are at a low ebb; the patronage 
of the school is not increasing; the revenue derived from the 
patronage is entirely inadequate to meet the demands of the 
school, and no other source of revenue is in sight. 

To add to the difficulties of the situation, some of the 
forces that should be harmonious and active for the welfare of 
the school are antagonistic. We have endeavored to admin- 
ister the sacred trust placed in our hands by this Conference 
to the best of our ability, for the good of our people and for 
the glory of God. 

This Board has always been ready and willing to hear and 
consider anything concerning the welfare of the school, or 
affecting the character of the teachers. But the Board has 
already reserved the right to decide all such matters, believ- 
ing that it was constituted for this purpose. 

In only one instance has anything affecting the char- 
acter of the teachers of the late administration been 
brought before the Board. The complaint was patiently 
heard. The matter was fully investigated. In the judgment 
of the Board the evidence to support the complaint was 
wholly insufficient to affect adversely either the official or 
personal standing of any members of the faculty. Since 
that investigation was had no complaint has been brought 
before this Board against any teacher by them elected. No 
complaints against the character of any of the officers or 
teachers have ever teen made to any of the properly consti- 
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tuted tribunals of the church whose duty it is to hear matters 
affecting the character of individuals serving the church. The 
Trustees have acted upon all the facts that have been pre- 
sented to them. They have had no desire, and now have no 
desire, to cover up anything or to shield any one. 

This action of the Board was concurred in with but one 
dissenting vote. 

The Trustees feel their utter inability to cope with the sit- 
uation, unless a more harmonious and united action of all the 
forces in Florida Methodism can be brought to the rescue of 
the Conference College from what seems to be imminent fail- 
ure. 

The Board hereby wish to refer the whole matter to the 
Conference for such action as it deems best to take. 



SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

Your committee begs to report great gratification upon the 
receipt of Dr, Atkins’ Second Annual Summary of Sunday 
School progress. His statistics give increase of pupils, 24,096; 
total circulation of literature, 1,012,000; increased circulation 
of “Magazine,” 4,000 copies; Senior Quarterly, 18,000; Inter- 
mediate Quarterly. 11,000; Illustrattd Lesson Paper, 5,000; 
Little People, 10,000; Monthly and Senior Monthly Visitor 
maintained last year’s circulation. Indications are that one- 
lialf of our schools used Children’s Day programmes. 

Collected on Children’s Day, $162.36; expended in aid of 
schools, $136.15; amount on hand, $26.21. We are much en- 
couraged with these results. 

Your committee has considered the memorial from Gaines- 
ville District, and asks Committee on Sunday Schools at 
Nashville to publish Children’s Day programme in *the April 
issue of our Quarterlies, each year, if practicable. 

Our literature of every grade is of high character. The 
Young People’s Hymnal should be in every Sunday School 
and no other. 

We pledge continued loyalty to every interest of this 
branch of our church, and urge every pastor, superintendent 
and teacher to renewed efforts to co-operate with the church 
through the Parent Board so wisely and successfully led by 
the Sunday Schcol editor.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE OF EPWORTH LEAGUES. 

From the report of the General Secretary we learn of a very 
gratifying condition of our League work. There are now on 
roll in the Secretary’s officfe 3,675 chartered Leagues, with an 
aggregated membership of 165,375. Doubtless these figures 
would be greatly increased if the local organizations would 
secure charters and be enrolled at headquarters. 

The report of the Secretary recommends that the League 
be put in the same relation to the church that the Sunday 
School sustains. We think this wise, and heartily concur in 
the suggestion. 

The Epworth Era has about 6,000 subscribers at this time. 
There was a falling off of 1,500 subscribers during the past 
year. This publication should be better patronized by the 
young people of the church. It may not be as interesting 
now as it was a year ago, but it is ably edited and merits 
our support. 

There have been 3,000 sets of the books of the reading 
course sold the past year, which shows that our young people 
are, to some extent, appreciating the value of good books. To 
make this work permanent it must be allied with wholesome 
intellectual culture. We would most earnestly urge upon our 
preachers and people the great importance of putting these 
good books into the hands of the church. 

The work in our own Conference has made a most gratif} 7 - 
ing growth the past year. The people are coming to under- 
stand the value of organized effort among the young, and are 
pushing the work with commendable zeal. Our State and 
District Conventions have imported a wholesome impetus to 
the organization, furnishing information concerning methods 
ol work, and resulting in a general toning up of those who 
have come under the influence of these conventions.

The Florida Christian Advocate, our Conference organ, has 
added 401 names to its list during the year, and is in a better 
condition for more succes>iul work in the luture. 

Dr. Anderson, the venerable and able editor should receive 
the earnest co-operation of every Methodist in Florida, 
When patronizing \ he Publishing House, let all the preachers 
and laymen make their orders through Rev. R. H. Barnett, 
our faithful col porter.

REV. CLARENCE F. MELLOR, 

The Reverend Clarence F, Mellor was born at Clarence 
Hollow, New York, August 15, 1865, and died at Weather- 
ford, Texas, December 15, 1896, 

Brother Mellor was educated at Clarence Academy, and 
graduated from Lima Seminary in his twenty-first year. 
Entering the ministry shortly thereafter he was stationed at 
Loc-kport, N, Y, Realizing the need ot the highest equip- 
ment possible to be secured he entered, the following year, 
xRochester University, While pursuing his studies at the 
University he was attacked with a seiious illness which speed- 
ily developed into pneumonia. This laid the train which was 
to eventually end liis useful life. Recovering sufficiently to 
travel, he went to Kansas, and there for three years served a 
circuit in that Conference. Thinking that his health was now 
re established, he returned to New Jersey and completed his 
theological course in Drew Theological Seminary, graduating 
from that institution in 1893. So devoted was he to the work 
ot the ministry that, while a student at Drew, he served as 
pastor at Anderson, N. J. 

Again, admonished to seek a milder climate, he came to 
Florida in the winter of 1893. Our Conference was in ses- 
sion at Palatka, and he was received on trial among us. His 
first appointment was to the Interlachen and St. John’s River 
Mission. This charge he served with great acceptableness for 
two years, building a church at the first named place, and 
remodeling and beautifying the church at Francis. During 
these two years his health greatly improved, and he cherished 
the hope that many years of usefulness lay before him as a 
minister of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

His next appointment was to the Callahan Mission. Here 
he contracted malarial fever. Soon his strength was exhausted. 
At the late session of our Conference at Tallahassee, Brother 
Mellor was granted a supernumerary relation. It was hoped 
that a year of rest would result in his restoration to health, 
but. alas, he went out from the blessed fellowship of that 
occasion to wrestle with the last enemy. His vitality was so 
depleted that he was unable to throw off the malady which 
attacted him; but thinking that a colder climate might elimi- 
nate the malarial poison in his system, he went to Texas, only 
to realize that no earthly refuge can avail when death storms 
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the fortress of a human life. Dying among strangers, as he 
did, we have every right to believe that his unseen Lord sus- 
tained him in ihe Iasi agony, wiping the dew of death lrom 
his face, and Himself bore His servants spirit to the change- 
less and sorrowless land of eternal life. 



Thus early in the struggle did our brother hear the com- 
mand, “Come up higher ! ” and obedient to the voice of his 
Master, laid down his sword to receive the earnest of his 
heaven!}’ knighthood. There are no accidents in Providence 
— nor are there graves in Heaven. We, in our poor way, 
misunderstand the divine methods of promotion. When one 
has wrought with valor and made many captives whom our 
King enfranchises, we think he has earned the right to a long 
and glorious life of warfare. But our view is hampered by 
many limitations. Beyond our horiz m stretch vaster tields 
of enterprize and conquest. Who knows but the Soldier of 
the Cross — the Kn ghis of Calvary — are promoted for more 
strenuous and noble effort in the lau 1 beyond the reach of 
mortal sight. 

It must be that this incomplete life is to be endlessly vivi- 
fied in higher sphere, so that the d.vmest thing for which the 
spirit can aspire is bound up in the words “His servants shall 
serve Him; and they shall see llis face, and they shall be like 
Him ” 



For those who are so gr evously smitten in this visita'ion, 
no human sympathy is adequate. In the lile where death 
makes ktv c only Ho 1 can m nis or comfort. Vain seem the 
most beautilul ti ib ites of ivspcct and affection when the harp 
strings of a life are broken, hut it comforts us to know that 
the Lord thinketk upon us. We sorrow because we are men, 
and morta’; there is no sorrow to those who have entered upon 
the rewards of imm natality. 



REV. E. L. T. BLARE, D. I). 

This eminent servant of Christ and llis Church went in 
and out beiore the people of Georgia and Florida lor many 
years illustrating, and illuminating the gospel he so effec- 
tively and eloquently preached. 

Never of robust constitution, the labors of the itinerant 
ministry often seemed to threaten his life, bat amid the 
vicissitudes of his condition he remained devoted to the work 
he had from his youth accepted as his mission. After a 
restful perio 1 as a superanuated preacher, which his enfeebled 
state demanded, he was made effective at the Conference of 
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1871. From that day he zealously met the duties of his 
ministry until failing health and the accession of infirmities, 
in 1892, announced that the eloquent minister and devoted 
pastor could serve no longer amid the clash and strenuous 
endeavor of the battle field, and with chastened and re- 
signed spirit he accepted a place on the Roll of Honor 
among the “Old Guard,” to be thenceforth held in perpetual 
remembrance by his brethren, lor the life he bad illumined 
and the trophies he had won for the kingdom of our Lord. 

One who knew him long and well and loved him truly, thus 
speaks of him: “Dr. Blake was naturally of a quick tempera- 

ment, but patiently educated Irmself into due self-govern- 
ment. Beginning before manhood to train himself to im- 
plicit obedience to the commands of the Master, and the 
sacred duties of the pastorate, as a pattern of holy living, 
a leader of s ; nneis out of depraviiy into the way of righteous- 
ness, and a teacher of the profound philosophy of an inner 
spiritual and outer active life of godliness, he disclosed the 
developed judgment, advanced intelligence and ripening 
dovoutm ss and humility that led him to measure his position, 
and enabled him to line up his high responsibilities with the 
life of the sanctuary. During this long and varied church 
work, his humility of spirit and just estimate of a preacher’s 
life and responsibilities were often made observable to inti- 
mate friends. He never rose from his seat to the sacred desk 
without showing a disturbance of his physical nature, but the 
trained habit, self-mastery and intense absorption in the sub- 
ject he was opening dispelled confusion, and he advanced to 
an impressive calmness of aspect and resonance of voice in 
mystic harmony with his exalted thought." - ’ 

A great man is God’s best gift to men, and it to-day we 
look back upon this man, it is not that we may glorify 
him or raise him to a lalse eminence, but that we may 
olorify God in him. Not to recognize God’s gift in man- 
hood is to be unworthy the bounty of the grace of God. It 
were as easy to blot out from a landscape a mountain that 
rears its snowy eiest beyond the clouds, as to forget or 
ignore the presence of great men in God’s earth and in 
Christ’s Church. 

Again, we quote from an appreciative tribute to the mem- 
ory of our brother: “In the pulpit he rarely failed to absorb 

the attention and sway the intelligent reason, or uplilt faith, 
or brush away despondency, or open tha fountain of emo- 
tion, or stir to penitence and conviction. He possessed the 
electrical power to bring himself and his hearers into full 
sympathy, and thus produce unusual results. This power often 
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displayed itself in a procession of ‘thoughts that breathed 
and words that burned,’ opening floods of joyful tears or 
irrepressible shouts of gladness. This magnetic gift in him was 
closely joined to an indescribable simplicity of movement, as- 
pect, thought, language and tone, that shot over the nerves of 
bis hearers like the vibratory motion of electricity, too strong 
or too sweet to offer any resistance. Not want of alertness of 
thought or delivery, but an obstructive form of disease, 
made his utterance at first unnecessarily slow, but the intru- 
der soon relinquished the field.” 

Married, in his twenty-fourth year of age, to an ideal 
woman, his home life was sweet and beautiful. As a hus- 
band he was attentive, considerate, sympathetic and devoted 
to his wife. As a lather he was firm, yet kind, thoughtful of 
his children, and, planning for their highest interests, they 
recognized in him a nobility of soul they longed they might 
possess. His life was an inspiration to them, and they re- 
alized that, as Enoch walked with God, their father enjoyed 
like blessed experience and companionship. 

The strifes and frets of theological neophytes disturbed 
him not; his taith in God and his assurance that Christ was 
a perfect Saviour, inspired him in his ministry to preach a 
whole gospel. He honored the Holy Spirit in His divine of- 
fices, and amid the restlessness of these unhappy times, his 
soul was kept in perfect peace becau-e it was stayed on 
God. He insisted with the might of an irresistible logic 
that the doctrines of the church, in relation to the cardinal 
experiences of salvation on the part of the personal believer, 
did not need meretricious definitions or extraneous aids. 
And so, repent anc q regeneration, the witness of the Holy 
Spirit, and constant growth into the image of Christ, were 
the themes upon which he expatiated with thrilling vo ce 
and kindling eye and gold-tipped winged eloquenc •. 

And to-daj' we recall the life-work of our venerable and 
glorified brother. We would not shut out from onr mental 
vision his personality. By so much as he made the world 
brighter, God’s thought clearer, man’s duty simpler, life’s 
sufferings easier to be borne, in that measure he was an in- 
carnation of Go 1’s helpful love. And we think of him to- 
day, and we glorify God for him, and we pray that the apos- 
tolic and saintly succession of God’s great and gifted sons 
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may never cease until this groaning earth has passed through 
its travail and discipline, and is merged in the shadowless 
light of the love of God. 

“Placid completeness; life without a fall 

From faith or highest aim, truth’s breachless wall. 

Surely if any life can bear the touch, 

His will say ‘Here’ at the last trumpet’s call.” 

Edwin L. T. Blake was born in St. Marys, Georgia, June 
26, 1823, was converted at home through the instrumentality 
ol his pious parents and bis beloved little lister in Nassau 
county, Florida, and joined the Methodist Episcopal Ohuich 
in June 1835. 

He was licensed to preach at Newnansville, Alachua county, 
Florida, November 21, 1842, received on trial in the Georgia 
Conference, at Savannah, Georgia, in January 1843, received 
into lull connection at the first session of the Florida Con- 
ference in Tallahassee, and ordained a deacon by Bishop 
Soule, February 9, 1845, and was ordained elder by Bishop 
Capers, at Quincy, Florida, February 14, 1847. 

He was married to Mary A. Myers, January 11, 1848, and 
died at Ocala, February 9, 1897. 

In 1851 he was lefc without an appointment on account ot 
ill health. 

In 1852, 1853 and 1854 he was dfsignated by the Bishop 
“Agent or the American Bible Society lor Florida and 
Southern Georgia.” 

In 1855 he was superanuated and continued in that relation 
till January 1871, when he resumed the pastoral work. 

The honorary degree of Doctor of Divinity was conferred 
on him by Emor} 7 College in 1877. 

He was elected a member of three general Conferences, vz.: 
those of 1850, 1870 and 1878. The first and last he attended. 
In 1850 he was a member of the “Committee on Itinerancy,” 
in 1878 of the “Committee on Episcopacy.” In 1870 the ill- 
ness of his wife prevented his attendance. 

While always profoundly grateful for any expression of 
< onfidence and good will on the part of his brethren, he never 
directly, nor indirectly, sought honors or preferments of any 
kind. He was not present at the Conference in Tampa which 
elected him to the General Conference of 1878. 

A phrenologist advised him, in 1846, when he was twenty- 
three years old, to cultivate what he called the oigan of 
“love of approbation.” Said he: “You care too little of

what other people think of you!’’ Perhaps he was right. 
At any rate, he never consciously tried to be popular, but 
eimply endeavored to do his duty as he saw it.

HON. J. WOFFORD TUCKER. 

Your Committee on Memoirs having been instructed bj 
formal resolution of the Conference to prepare a suitable 
paper upon the death of Judge J. Wofford Tucker, submit the 
following, which appeared as the leading editorial in the 
Nashville Christian Advocate of December 9. It is in all 
respects so just, so free from fulsome eulogy, and at the same 
lime so appreciative of the noble character and exalted worth 
of our sainted friend and brother, that your committee adopts 
it as their report. It is as follows: 

A GREAT LAYMAN. 

The death of Judge J. Wofford Tucker was announced in 
this Advocate some weeks ago, with brief comments upon his 
character. But it seems eminently proper that such a man 
should receive larger notice. It is far within the limits of 
the truth to say that he ranked with the noblest laymen ever 
produced by American Methodism. He had a massive and 
commanding frame, and a face in which benignity and 
strength were blent together. In any company in the world 
he would have attracted attention. His manners were simply 
perfect, and yet there was nothing artificial aboui them. It 
was as natural for him to be courteous as it was to breathe. 
His range of knowledge was wide and deep. He knew men 
and books. What a charm there was in his conversation ! 
When he talked everybody was triad to listen. His faith in 
God was perfect, and his life flawless. A simpler, purer, 
steadier Christian we have never known. As he passed 
through the world he left a luminous track behind him. His 
early and middle years were full of secular honors. He 
mingled in the great strifes that agitated the country, and 
won recognition as a leader of his fellowmen. But when 
Providence shut him up to a narrower sphere he neither mur- 
mured nor complained, but retained his cheerfulness of spirit 
and his dignity of bearing to the last. The innate greatness 
of his 3oul was such that nothing could disturb it. Graduallv 
withdrawing from all worldly cares he waxed riper and riper 
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for the coaling change. Those who knew him best do not 
doubt that when he slipped away from his clay tabernacle on 
October 6th last, he was instantly “present with the Lord.’’ 

1 1 

Judge Tucker was born at Spartanburg, S. C., October 4, 
1822. His education was received at the old Cokesbury 
Academy. After leaving that institution he studied law in 
Charleston, S. C. In 1844 he married Miss Emily A. Burry r 
with whom he lived most happily to the time of his death. 
After practicing his profession till 1854 he became one of the 
charter members of the Board of Trust of Wofford College, 
which had been founded bv a gift of $100,000 from his great, 
uncle, Benjamin Wofford; and he was also elected President of 
the Spartanburg Female College. This last position he held 
until 1857, when he removed to St. Louis, Mo., and resumed 
the acive practice of law. In the stirring days of 1861 he 
was editor of the “Missouri State Journal,” a daily of great 
it fluence and extensive circulation. Owing to its pronounced 
Southern views it was suppressed by the Federal authorities. 
Judge Tucker then went South, and threw himself heart and 
soul into the cause of the Confederacy. At the close of the 
war he temporarily expatriated himself to the Bermudas, but 
soon returned to the United States, and became the first set- 
tler at the new town of Sanford, Orange county, Fla. There 
he spent the remaining years of his life, revered by all his 
neighbors, and wielding an influence for good as wide as the 
Stale. Through all the changing years nis devotion to the 
church of iiis youth never falrered. He was the rigid -band 
man of the pastor in his own town, frequent ly represented his 
district as a dt legate to the Annual Conference; more than 
once served as a delegate in the General Conference, and in 
1S81 was one of the eighteen laymen chosen by the Bishops 
to attend the Ecumenical Methodist Conference in London. 
He excelled as a writer, and often appeared in the public 
prints. His contributions exhibited every substantial quality 
of good style, being freighted with sound and edifying 
thought, and expressed in clean and wholesome English. The 
most intelligent people in every part of the church read all 
his utterances, and found help and blessing in them. 

When shall we see such another man — so serene in spirit, 
so grave in deportment, so stainless in character, so devoted 
to God ? Peace to his ashes, and let his memory be ever 
bl* a ltd ! 
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REV. JAMES T. NOLEN. 

Rev. James T. Nolen, A. B., D. D., late President of the 
Florida Conference College, was born in Western North Car— 
lina, December 22 , 1863 , and died at Leesburg, Florida, No- 
vember 27 , 1897. 

Early in life he entered the Christian’s heritage, becom- 
ing a member of our church. Having formed no bad habits 
and being industrious, he was able to enter Emory and 
Henry College, graduating at that college he won three 
medals for excellence in mathematics, natural science, and 
for the best essay upon a given topic, Irom the Hermesian 
Literary Society. 

After leaving college, he taught school for two years. 
Marticulating at Vanderbilt University, he graduated from 
that foundation in 1891 , winning fir^t honor, and taking his 
degree of Bachelor ot Divinity. While in the University he 
won three prizes for best work: The Elliott F. Shepherd 

prize for the best historical essa}*; the Owen prize medal in 
systematic theology, and the Founder’s prize medal for 
scholarship. Teaching for a time in his native State and also 
in Mississippi, he was shortly afterward elected President of 
the Florida Conference College, and entered npon the 
duties of that position at the opening of the fall session in 
1894 . He b* came a member of the Florida Conferenc in De- 
cember, 1890 . 

Of a genial and magnetic temperament, he drew to himself 
his pup Is, and Irom his well stored mind, enriched with the 
treasures of (lassie love, he poured out pearls of thought 
which were worthy to be mounted in the pure gold of 
manly chaiacter. It is rare that so young a man possesses 
the aptness of the teacher as did he. One of his students re- 
marked at the late commencement, “One cannot help learning 
from Professor Nolen.” 

Coming to the college at a critical time, when the hearts 
of its Trustees were grievtd and burdened over its condition, 
he began the delicate and difficult work of unifying senti- 
ment in its behalf and composing differences. That he 
succeeded, ‘illustrates his fitness to be a leader of men. 
Always optimistie in the best sense, because his faith was 
anchored on thegieat teacher, he went over the Conference 
inspiring confidence and winning friends to the institution, 
until the bright star of hope was discerned rising on the 
horizon of the school. 

The work committed to Professor Nolen was no sinecure. 
The upbuilding of a young church * educational institution 
in a sparsely populated section, without endowment, with- 
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out strong and influential friends, with antagonisms to be 
reconciled, and the daily problem of support confronting 
him, he yet wrought manfully and well. So much gratified 
were his brethren ot the Board of Trustees that they accorded 
him honor for the faithlul work he had done for God and 
Methodism in the Conference College. He had, by the force 
of his personalty, attracted to the school an excellent corps 
of teachers, and, despite the financial stringency of the pa*t 
two j’ears, had secured for the college a commanding position 
as an educational foundation. 

The death of President Nolen came as a profound surprise. 
We knew of his illness, but believing that his youth and 
vigor would prove victorious over disease, felt that he would 
soon be restored to health. There are no words with which- 
to express our sense of loss at his departure. Christian 
faith assures us that God’s hand is in this dispensation. 
It were well, however, that we recognize it, and if the sacri- 
fice of a useful life, such as was his, means anything, perhai s 
God aims to bring our reluctant sense to realize that, use- 
ful and valuable as he was, he could dispense with his service; 
no man is so important that God depends upon him to carry 
on His work. 

We cm never know the darkness of his Gethsemane; when 
tried and hampered and well-nigh overborne by the difficulties 
of his position, he went forward with hopeful words and 
winning smiles, and, for aught we know, with a breaking 
heart. Yet in the lives of his pupils the inspiration of 
his faith and devotion to duty, like a subtle power, was 
leading them to lay broad and deep foundations for future use- 
fulness and blessing to the church and the world. And so, 
be did not live in vain, though in the glory and strength of his- 
manhood he laid down the work entrusted to him, and ceased 
to live among us in the flesh. 

We pour out our tliahk* to G >d that his gnce so mightly 
reinforces our spiritual natures that no labor is too difficult 
that he wishes us to undertake, and we thank Him that, un- 
daunted, Professor Nolen took up the h<-avv burden his 
brethren proffered him, because he b-li^ved he could serve 
God and his generation in the work of education for the 
church of his love and choice.

Constitution and By-Laws , 



ARTICLE I. 

Section 1 . The association shall be called The Florida Con- 
ference Brotherhood. 

Sec. 2. Its object shall be to aid the families of deceased 
traveling preachers of the Florida Conference, Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South. 

Sec. 3. Any traveling preacher of this Conference may be- 
come a participating member of this Brotherhood by having 
his name enrolled on the Secretary’s book and paying the sum 
of three ($3.00) dollars, advance mortuary fee. 

Sec. 4. Any person may become an associate member by 
having his (or her) name enrolled, and shall pay a mortuary 
fee of one ($1.00) dollar within 60 days. 

Sec. 5. Participating members alone may have financial 
benefits in the Brotherhood. In other matters all members 
shall have the same privilege. 

Sec. 6. Any participating member who transfers to another 
Conference may retain his membership by keeping up his 
fees. 

ARTICLE II. 

Section 1 . The amount paid on one death shall be limited 
to $800.00, called the benefit fund. 

Sec. 2. Each participating member shall file with the Sec- 
retary a statement designating the party (or parties) to whom 
benefit fund shall be paid. This he may change on due notice 
given to the Secretary. 

Sec. 3. Upon the death of a participating member the Sec- 
retary shall issue a draft on the Treasurer in favor of the 
deceased beneficiaries, equal to one mortuary fee from each 
member but not exceeding the limit named in Section 1. Pro- 
vided, That there is no dependent relative of the deceased, 
the claim shall be referred to the Executive Committee and 
its action subject to the order of the Brotherhood at its annual 
meeting. 
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Sec, 4, The Secretar} 7 shall upon each death issue a call on 
every member of the Brotherhood for one mortuary fee to 
be remitted within sixty days and by him remitted to the 
Treasurer. 

Sec, 5, Should a participating member fail to pay his mor- 
tuary fee within the prescribed time, he must secure from the 
Secretary an extension of time; otherwise he must be dropped 
from the roll. 

Sec, 6, It shall be the duty of every member of the Broth- 
erhood to promote the aims of the Brotherhood especia lv b 3 r 
bringing it betore the laity of the church and canvassing for 
members. 

Sec, 7, All funds not applied on claims of beneficiaries 
shall be invested by the Treasurer under direction of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee as a permanent fund, called the reserve 
fund, the interest on which shall be applied as ordered by the 
Brotherhood at its regular meeting, 

BY LAWS, 

' Section 1 . The officers of the Brotherhood shall be Presi- 
dent, Vice-President, Secretaiy, Treasurer and Executive 
Committee consisting of the fori going officers and three other 
members, to be eh cud annually. 

Sec. 2, The officers shall perlorm the duties usually incum - 
bent on such officer with such other as elsewhere specified. 

Sec, 3. The Secretary shall ketp a record of proceedings 
and a register of members. The register shall contain a li-t 
of associate members, their postoffice addret-s, date of joining 
and amount and date of each call; a list of participating mem- 
bers, date of joining of each call, of payment of same, of 
death, amount paid in during membership and amount paid to 
beneficiaries. 

Sec. 4, The Executive Committee shall settle cases where 
claimants on benefit fund are not dependent relatives; shall 
direct the Treasurer in the investment of unapplied funds, and 
lake such means to advance the interests of the Brotherhood 
as deemed practicable. It shall meet at the call of the Presi- 
dent, 

Sec. 5, This Constitution and By-Laws may be changed by 
a two-third vote of the membeis present and voting. 
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Editorial. 



The following brief sketch of our honored and beloved 
president, Bishop W. W. Duncan, is taken from “ fhe Little 
Methodist” of January, and will be read and valued by all 
into whose hands a copy of our Year Book may chance to fall. 
We are indebted to Dr. H. Baer, of Charleston, for the main 
points in the sketch, who kindly furnished it for our paper : 

Rev, William Wallace Duncan, D. D., was born at Ran- 
dolph Macon College, Mecklenburg county, Va., December 27, 
1839. His father. Professor David Duncan, in 1854 exchanged 
his Virginia chair tor one in South Carolina, having been 
elected to the professorship of Greek and Latin by the Trus- 
tees of Wofford College. Young “Wallace” entered the 
Freshman class, the first one in the new colb ge at Spartan- 
burg, S. C., in 1854, and graduated four years afterwards. 
He returned to the land of his birth, and there was admitted 
to the Virginia Conference in 1809. He served as chaplain 
in the army during the war, both in Virginia and in South 
Carolina; and in the ten vt*ars that followed, he did a Meth- 
odist preacher’s work in the pulpit and on the pastorate, on 
circuits and stations ranging from the peaks of O’ Her on the 
Blue Ridge to the surf beaten shores of the Chesapeake. 

In 1875 he obeyed the summons of his Alma Mater, and 
delivered the commencement oration, and to use the phrase 
current at the time, he “swept everything before him.” He 
was at once elected to a professorship in Wofford College. 
He showed great aptitude for handling crowds, and the South 
Carolina Conference accordingly set him to work to raise 
money for their college. This mission brought him in con- 
tact with every part of the state; and although professional 
beggars are not usually favorites, the Methodist people of 
South Carolina were always glad to have Brother Duncan talk 
or preach to them. The great trouble was that down in 
South Carolina they usually only have fifty-two Sundays 
in a calendar year, and never more than fifty-three. 
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Dr. Duncan was a member of the general conference held in 
1878 and 1882, and in 1886 at Richmond, he headed the dele- 
gation from his conference, and here he was elected Bishop, 

The choice of the conference cave great satisfaction, and 
Bishop Duncan took his seat upon the bench the peer of the 
college. For nearly twelve years he has since labored abund- 
antly in our vast Southern vineyard. He has visited every an- 
nual conference of our church on this continent, and he has 
given great satisfaction everywhere. He is a fine, forcible 
preacher, and he has the attention of his congregation from 
the beginning to the end of his sermon. 

He is plain and practical, and disdains the use of meretric- 
ious eloquent glitter. He is original very often, and always 
striking; but he does not pose in learned pedantry, nor shoot 
off theological skyrockets. He is orthodox and evangelical, 
and his pulpit labors are edifying and profitable. 

In the chair he is master of assemblies. He wields the 
gavel gracefully but firmly. In point of fact, it may be stated, 
however, that he rarely ever makes any use of the gavel. 
The word is here used merely as the emblem of authorit) 7 . 
A look from the Bishop’s eye, a few words from his lips are 
quite efficient. Bishop Duncan is a man of business and the 
work of the conference runs along smoothly and with dispatch 
under bis efficient guidance. 

We were all delighted to have him with us for the third time 
at Tampa, and only regretted that on this occassion the session 
was so hurried in order to get through without too close an in- 
fringement upon the holidays, that little or no time could be 
spared for the usual social amenities incident to conference 
gatherings. We hope, however, our dear Bishop will carry 
away with him pleasurable recollections of his recent stay in 
the land of sunshine and flowers, and be always glad for an 
opportunity to return to Florida. 

OUR CONFERENCE JOURNAL AND YEAR BOOK FOR 1898

We trust the data fur- 
nished will be in time to be of service to boards of stewards^

such error, so that if the fault be theirs, proper or pub ic cor- 
rection may be made.

On the first day ninety young women were enrolled, and 
during the term the number increased to one hundred and sixty- 
eight. 

The first president of the college was George F. Pierce.

In 1896 the trustees abolished the lease system under which 
the college has long been run, placing it under their own im- 
mediate control as representatives from the conferences of North 
and South Georgia and Florida. 

Important changes 
have been made in the method of instruction, and the curriculum 
is being advanced so as to equal these of the best colleges for young 
man. 

An academy has been established in connection with the college 
where those not ready to enter college may receive preparation. 

Provision has been made for the best instruction in Music and 
Art. Special attention is given also to Elocution. Typewriting 
and Stenography are provided tor special pupils. 

The location of the college is high and healthy. The grounds 
are large, and every facility is afforded for the health and happi- 
ness of the pupils. 

The Spring Term opens January 26, 1898, and the following 
Fall Term about the middle of September.
